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SMOOT UNFIT 


TO HOLD SEAT 


Majority Report Says Mormon Oath 


Disqualifies the Utah Senator from 


Serving His Country. 


Because Defendant Did Not Practice Polygamy No Ex- 


tenuating Circumstance—His Vow of Vengeance in 


Direct Conflict—Minority Report Holds There Is 


No Just Ground for Expulsion. 


WASHINGTON, June 11—The major- 


itv; and minority reports of the commit- 
tee on privileges and elections in the 
case of. Senator R«ed Smoot of Utah, 
were today presented in the senate, the 
formor by Senator Burrows, declaring 
that Mr, Smoot is not entitled to his seat 
and the latter by Senator Foraker, tak- 
ing the opposite view. At the samo time, 
Senator Bailey, who is a member of the 
committee, stated thnt while he concur- 
red in tho views of the majority, that 
Mr. Smoot is not entitled to his seat, he 
wj.5 of the opinion that "Mr. Smoot could 
not be deprived of his seat under the 
constitution except by a resolution of ex- 
pulsion." 


In accordance with Senator Burrows' 


request, an extra number of copies of the 
reports and of tho hearings in the case 
was ordered printed. Mr. Burrows also 
gave notice tha,t he would call up the 
case ''at the earliest possible moment 
consistent with the public business," and 
Senator Fornker expressed his approval 
of this announcement. 


Senator Smoot was present in the sen- 


ate chamber when the reports were pre- 
sented. He smiled broadly when Sena- 
tor Bailey made his statement.'"Under 
tho plan suggested by the Texas senator 
a.^te of two-thirds would be necessary 
to vacate the scat of the Utah senator. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—The reasons 


for the action of the senate committee 
on privileges and elections in declaring, 
by a majority, vote, that Reed Smoot is 
not entitled to a scat in the senate as 
senator from Utah arc stated in a report 
submitted to the senate today by Chair- 
man 
Burrows and signed by Senators 


Burrows, Dolliver, Dubtfis, Pettus. Bailey, 
Ovcrmau and Frazicr, to be as follows: 


COMMITTEE'S ARRAIGNMENT. 


That Mr. Smoot is one of a self-perpet- 


uating body of men, known as the first 
presidency and twelve apostles of the 
church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints, commonly known as the Mormon 
church; that these men claim divine au- 
thority to control the members of said 
church in all things,' temporal as well as 
spiritual: that this authority is, and has 
been for several years past, so exercised 
by the said first presidency and twelve 
apostles as to encourage the practico_of 
polygamy and polygamous cohabitation 
in the state o'i Utah and elsewhere, con- 
trary to the constitution and laws of tho 
state of Utah snd the law of tho land; 
thut the said tirst presidency and twelve 
apostles do now control, and for a Ion" 
time past have controlled, the political 
affairs of the state of Utah, and have 
thus brought about in said state a un- 
ion of ehurch and state, contrary to the 
constitution of said state of Utah _and 
contrary to the eonstituion of the Unit- 
ed States and. the said Reed Smoot comes 
here, not as the accredited representative 
of the state of Utah, in the senate of the 
United states, but as the chief hierarchy 
which controls the church and has usurp- 
ed the functions of tho state in said 
»t«t« of Utah. 


ARE SHAMELESS VIOLATORS. 


The report names a dozen apostles, 


former apostles and other prominent 
Mormons who, according to testimony, 
have taken plural wives since the mani- 
festo .of 1890, an act impossible ''except 
by consent of the 
president of the 


church;" says it is shown by incontro- 
vertible testimony that a majority of 
those who give tho law to the Mormon 
church "are now and have been for years, 
living in open, notorious and shameless 
cohabitation," the list being headed by 
President Joseph F. Smith. The report 
continues: 


These fact abundantly justify the as- 


sertion made in the protest that 'the su- 
preme authorities 
in the 
church, of 


whom Senator-elect Heed Smoot U one, 
to-wit, the first presidency of twelve 
apostles, not only connive ut violation of, 
but protect and honor the violators of 
tho laws against polygamy and polyga- 
mous cohabitation.' 


NO EXTENUATING GROUND. 


The majority report characterizes as 


"wholly untenable" the position that be- 
causa Smoot himself, does not practice 
polygamy, and there is no evidence to 
show that JIB IWH personally and individ- 
ually encouraged the practice in others, 
ho o'ught not to be condemned because of 
the acts of his associates. It is charged 


the 
governing body of tho Mormon 


church." 
• 


In the judgment of the committee, Mr. 


Smoot is no move entitled to a seat in 
the senate than he would be if he were 
associating in polygamous cohabitation 
•with a plurality of wives. 


UNFIT TO HOLD OFFICE. 


The fiiuil chapter of the report is de- 


voted to the oath of vengeance. The re- 
port says there can be no question in re- 
gard to the taking of tho oath of -ven- 
geance by Mr. Smoot, nnd continues: 


^t is difficult to conceive how one could 


discharge the obligation which rests-upon 
every senator to so perform his official 
duties as to promote the welfare of the 
people of the United states and at tho 
same time, be culling down the vengeance 
of heaven on this nation because of the 
killing of the founders of the Mormon 
church sixty years ago. 


VOTE FOR RETENTION. 


That Reed Smoot possesses 
all 
the 


qualifications prescribed, by the consti- 
tution to make him eligible to., a seat in 
the senate, and that the regularity of hie 
election by the legislature of the state. 
of Utah is not questioned in 
another 


manner is the conclusion reached by the 
minority of the senate committee 
on 


privileges and-elections \yhich submitted] 
its views today. This report "is ni'gried 
by Senators Foraker, Bevcridgc, Dilling- 
ham, Hopkins and Knox. 


HIS CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHT. 


The minority snya that 
Senator 


Smoot's private character is irreproach- 
able. 


"So far as mere belief and membership 


in the Mormon church are concerned," 
soys the minority, ''Reed Smoot is within 
hi* rights and privileges under the guar- 
antv of religious frc-iioni given hy tho 
constitution of the United States." 


The minority says there remain but 


two grounds on which the right or title 
of Reed Smoot to his seat is contested, 
and these, are: The endowment oath, 
and "that by reason of his official rela- 
tion to the ehurch, he is responsible for 
polygamous cohabitation which yet con- 
tinues among the Mormons.' ' 


AS TO OATH AND MARRIAGE: 
As to the endowment oath the minor- 


ity says the testimony is "utterly unre- 
liable, because of the disreputable and 
untrustworthy character 
of the wit- 


nesses," and that "no ground has been 
established on which to predict a finding 
or belief that Mr. Smoot ever took any 
obligation involving hostility to the Un- 
ited States, or requiring him to regard 
his allegiance to the Mormon church as 
paramount to his allegiance and duty to 
the United States." 


As to the second ground the report 


says: 


' SMOOT AGAIXST POLYGAMY. 
"He has never at any time, and partic- 


ularly he hns not since the manifesto of 
ISflO contended or 
encouraged 
plural 


marriages; but that on the contrary he 
has uniformly upheld the policy of the 
church, as announced by that proclama- 
tion, by actively advocating and exert- 
ing his influence to effect a complete dis- 
continuance of such marriages, und that 
in the few instances established by the 
testimony where plural marriages 
and 


polygamous cohabitation, as a result of 
them, have occurred since 1800 they have 
been without any encouragement, coun- 
tenance or approval on his part." 


NO CAUSE FOR EXPULSION. 


In conclusion the minority report says: 
"We are of the opinion that there is 


no just ground for 
expelling 
Senator 


Smoot or for finding him disqualified to 
hold the sent he occupies because of the 
fact that he, in common with all the peo- 
ple of his state, has not made war upon, 
but has acquiesced in. a condition 
frr 


which he hud no original responsibility. 
In doing so he has only conformed to 
what non-Mormons, hostile to his.church 
as well as Mormons, have concluded is, 
under all the circumstances, not only the 
wisest course to pursue, but probably the 
onvl course that comprises elective and 
satisfactory results." •

BUILDING NOW A REALITY 


St. John's Congregation Favor 


Milwaukee Plans Which 


Call for $20,000. 


On Sunday the members of the 
St. 


John's church congregation, corner of 
North Erie and Kewnunee streets, held a 
large and interesting meeting and dis- 
cussed the question o'f plans for a new 
school house and young men's hall. A 
number of plans have been under consid- 
eration for some weeks and it was diffi- 
cult to decide. The estimated price was 
considered higher than the' congregation 
wanted to stand and consequently cer- 
tain parts of the plans have been cut 
out. 


After due consideration it was decided 


to adopt the plans and specifications of 
Lciser & Holot of Milwaukee. The plans 
call for a two story brick and stone 
structure, with basement. The dimen- 
sions are 03(g)100 and 50 feet high. It 
will be a modern school and young men's 
hall. On the first iloor will be six class 
rooms; on the second floor an auditorium 
that will scat 500 persons. In the base- 
ment is to be a'gymnasium, assembly 
room, bowling alley, boiler rooms, clos- 
etc, etc. The cost of tiie building com- 
plete will not run much over $20,000. It 
will take the place of the old school 
house and hall adjoining the church on 
tue north. Work of tearing down this 
old building and erection of the new one 
will commence as soon as details can bo 
completed. 


For the past several years there has 


been more or less talk about this hall be- 
ing built. Now it is a reality.

two girls and is the last to pass awny.

Corpse Exposed for a Week to Ele- 


ments-Jury's Terdiet-Sudden 


Demise of Mrs. Veronica 


Tylock Near Raymond. 


With a rops around his 
neck 
and 


hanging from a hickory sapling in the 
woods of Samuel J. Richards, one mile 
north of Knecland,' Raymond township, 
the badly decomposed body of Albert 
Kasprzak, a farmer 05 years old, was 
discovered Sunday afternoon, by two of 
his sons who were returning homo from a 
fishing trip. The two boys were horrified 
and lost no time in giving the alarm- and 
notifying Dr. J. J. Zaun of Raymond 
Center. Coroner Jonas Hoyle had just 
left the home of Dr. Zaun, having teen 
called, out earlier in the day to investi- 
gate the death of Mrs. Veronica Tylock, 
a, lady 73 yours old, she having expired, 
suddenly, and whoso home is only a short 
distance from the Kasprzak farm. -By 
telephone the coroner was intercepted nt 
Thompsonville and 
hurried 
back 
to 


KneeJand. 


THE BODY LOCATED. 


Tt was a rough trip to the spot whore 


the body was. but Mr. Richards, who 
knows, every foot of his big farm, pilot- 
ed the coroner and a Journal reporter to 
the spot, it being necessary to ford a 
river and pick the way between boulders 
and trees. The man had chosen a lonely 
and Deluded loculity to end his career, 
.lie hnd adjusted :i rope to the sapling, 
thence around his npck, and the weight 
of the body had brut the tree BO that tho 


• body lay face down orr-the earth, the 
hend being raised less than an inch. For 
a we.ek it had hung there exposed to the 
elements. All of the hair w*s ofT the 
head and face, the features and hands 
were black as conl and the stench that 
arose could lie detccleo* quarter of a mile 
away. Quite "a crowd ot farmers gather- 
ed and it was a question with Coroner 
Hoyle how to handle the body and pet 
it out of the woods, there being no road- 
way leading to the pince nnd carrying 
the corpse was out of the question. 


A WAY DEVISED. 


Finally a team of horses owned by the 


family of the dead mnn, with two boards, 
were secured. A son of the man. and Mr. 
Richards, by removing fences, managed 
to drive through the woods and the re- 
porter, with Dr. Zaun, W. G. Shumway, 
Elbert Shumway and others, armed with 
long poles, rolled the body on the two 
planks and lifted it into the wagon and 
it was conveyed to the Kasprzak farm, 
one. mile away; here it was left in the 
wagon until an undertaker could be noti- 
fied nnd immediately bury it, as the 
question of holding the remains was out 
of the question. Two young men were 
hired to.dig a grave and the body was 
interred in the dead of night, without 
ceremony of any kind and at the expense 
of Racine county, the family admitting 
that they had no means to defray the ex- 
penses, . 


MAN WAS INSANE. 


Coroner Hoyle empaneled the.following 


jury: W. G. Shumway, Anthony Barth, 
Thomas Moshcr. Henry Fohr, 
Elbcrt 


Shumway and W. Fohr. After a long de- 
Iny, waiting for one of the sons who 
fount! the body, the-other having Imm"'1- 
iatcly left for Milwaukee, the inquest 
was held and the evidence revealed that 
tho farmer left his home last Monday 
night, that he had acted strange and was 
believed to have been insane, laboring 
under the impression that someone was 
always trying to do him harm; he was 
always armed with a club, pitchfork or 
other weapon when about the farm and 
was classed a violent man who did not 
get along with hi* fsmily or neighbors 
very well. When the body was removed 
a Inrge club was found under it, evidence 
that he was armed when he committed 
suicide. 


WHAT EVIDENCE REVEALED. 


Dr. Zaun testified that lie had made nn 


examination of the body and gave as his 
opinion that death resulted from stran- 
gulation and also as to the general condi- 
tion of the body. Tt was his belief that 
the man had committed suieide, 


Snmuel J. Richards tiwliofiil that he 


hnd seen the body hanging from the tree: 
that he hnd known deceased about six1 
years nnd saw him' the last tiure, one 
month ago; he ncted peculiar and his 
mind was wandering, in fact the witness 
believed that hp was insane. 


STORY OF DAUGHTER. 


Miss Francis Knapnsak, daughter of 


deceased, testified that her father was 
born in Germany, that he ivas 65 years 
old, lived in Milwaukee twelve years and 


in Raymond township seventeen years. 
For a long time her father had acted in 
a strange manner and she did not think 
he was mentally sound. He always ap- 
peared to be afraid of people and went 
armed with clubs and pitchforks and 
lately he had been worse and was always 
wandering around. One week ago he had 
suddenly disappeared and the family did 
nto know where he w"as, but Monday 
night he cumc back, entered the housCj 
drank some water, vut a iece of cake, 
took a few matches and again left, re- 
marking: 
"That is all I want." She 


followed him out of the house and saw 
him going toward the wood. Then she 
returned, missed1 a pet dog and again 
ran out and called the dog. The animal 
came from toward the woods and she 
also saw her father coming toward the 
house and she supposed he was coming 
.into the house, but that was the last she 
ever saw of him alive. 


WERE NOT. ALARMED. 


The family did not appear to be much 


alarmed over the disappearance 
of the 


husband and 
father. 
They 
made no 


search and labored under the impression 
that he had gone to Milwaukee to visit 
relatives or perhaps secured a position 
with one of the farmers. It also devel- 
oped that lie had more or less trouble 
about his land, bad luck following him 
from the time, he took tho property. Once 
his barn* nnd all of his cattle and farm 
tools burned and he had no insurance. A 
law suit was pending and some of the 
land was soon to be sold at forced sale. 


There survives him a wife, three sons 


and four daughters some of them being 
residents of Milwaukee. 


The jury returned a verdict that de- 


ceased came to his death on the 4th day 
of June, 1000, by hanging himself from a 
tree in the woods of S. J. Richards in the 
town of Raymond, Racine county. 


A SUDDEN DEATH. 


Early Sunday morning Coroner Jonas 


Hoyle received a telephone message from 
Dr." J. J. Zaun of Raymond Center, that 
an old lady had suddenly died near that 
place and that he. did not feel disposed to 
issue a burin 1 permit unless a post mor- 
tem examination was held. 


The coroner went io Raymond 
and 


found that the woman wan Mrs. Vero- 
nica Tylock. aged 75 years. She was liv- 
ing with her daughter Mrs. Frank Ko- 
linsky and it developed that she had not 
been well for a year and1 suffered ..from 
heart .disease, but no physician attended. 


• her. 
The coroner did not 'deem an in- 


quest necessary and a burial permit was 
issued.

GAIN IN NATIVE BORN 


Increase in Wisconsin of 181, 


801 in Five Years—State 


Becoming: Less Foreign 


MADISON, June 11.—The second cen- 


sus bulletin, showing a compiled state- 
meat of tlie nativity statistics of Wis- 
eonsin, hns been completed. The bulletin 
shows a totnl native born population of 
1,724,007 and n, foreign born population 
of 504,942, an increase of 181,801 in tlio 
former nnd a. decrease of 11,0'29 in the 
latter schedule. . 


It also shows tha.t, of the native born 


population, 1,485,159 are natives of Wis- 
consin and 238,848 are natives of other 
states, nn increase in the first instance 
of ISS.Cfl" and a decrease in the second 
instance of 8,ft42 as compared with the 
IflOO statistics. 


The report indicates two changes that 


arc taking place... First, the state is 
gradually becoming less of 
a. foreign 


state, jn 1905 the percentage o-l native 
born citizens was 77.3, as compared with 
74.5 for 1900. 
Second, of the American 


born population, the natives of Wiscon- 
ttin are gradually becoming more numer- 
ous both numerically and relatively. In 
1905, SG.l per cent of native Americans 
in this state were born in Wisconsin as 
compared with S4.1 per cent in 1000. • 


Russian Poland shows the greatest in- 


crease during the last five years of any 
foreign country. There are now 4,1C5 
more of this race than there were' five 
years ago. 
Russia conies next, with an 


increase of 3.909, Finland third with 2,- 
510, and Austrian Poland fourth with a 
2,203 increase. 


The most marked decrease is thut of 


Germany, being 10,023 less than in IflOO. 
The Irish born population shows a de- 
crease of 5,217 and the Canadian of 3,- 
74?. The greatest relative increase is in 
the Grecian born population. In 1900 
there were only 63 of this race in the 
state, while in 1005-this had increased to 
873, an increase of 1,400 per cent. 


FLYER DERAILED; TWO DIE

.

The president. says his investigations 


have not been 
completed, but 
that 


"enough has been developed in my judg- 
ment to call for immediate, thorough go- 
ing, and radical enlargement of the pow- 
ers of the government in inspecting all 
meats which enter into interstate and 
foreign commerce." 


LETTER TO WADSWORTH. 


Following is the text 'of the letter of 


the president to Chairman Wadsworth: 
"The White House, Washington, D. C., 


June 8. 1906. 


"My Dear Mr. Wadaworth: 


"In accordance with your request I 


send you;herewith the two reports of 
inspection by the committee appointed 
by the department of agriculture of April 
5th and J3th. This committee had al- 
ready been appointed when I notified the 
secretary that I desired that »uch a 
commission should be appointed in order 
to make the investigation. Subsequent 
complaints to be and the consideration 
of complaints already made showed that 
the. charges were not only against the 
packing houses, but also to a certain ex- 
tent, reflecting upon the action of gov- 
ernment inspectors'and I came to the 
conclusion that it was best to have an 
investigation by outside individuals who 
could not be charged. -with being in any 
way interested in the matter. 
SOME TESTIMONY NOT CONSIDERED 


"Accordingly before the completion of 


the investigation by the department of 
apiculture, I directed Mr. Neil! and Mr. 
Reynolds to make an investigation, the 
first report of which has been laid before 
congress. Much testimony has been of- 
fered to us, which has not been consider- 
ed in this report, for Messrs. Neill and 
Reynolds in this report confine 
them- 


selves to stating in more or less sum- 
mary way the facts as to which they had 
been eye witnesses; and what they have 


" naid cannot be successfully controverted. 
Some of the ground traversed by Messrs. 
Neill and Reynolds is not touched upon 
in the report of the 'committee of the 
agricultural department. As to 
the 


ground covered in common by the re- 
portn of the two investigating commit- 
tees, there is no conflict in substance as 
to the important matters, although there 
is a marked difference in emphasis, this 
being partially duo to the greater length 
and detail of the report, of the commit- 
tee o? the department of agriculture. In 
my judgment the emphasis of the report 
of Messrs. Neill and Reynolds is abund- 
antly justified by the facts. 


CITES CHICAGO LETTER. 


"To show the immediate and extraordi- 


nary change for the better, which tho 
mere fact of their investigation is al- 
ready bringing about in th« condition of 
the packing houses in Chicago, it is only 
necessary to instance the following por- 
tions of a letter received from a most 
competent and trustworthy witness, in 
Chicago, whoso name I will give the com- 
mittee if it is so desires: 


" 'Chicago, Friday, June 1st.—On Men- 


day I began a tour of all the great pack- 
ing houses—going first to Libby's and 
then Swift's. 
" 'Tuesday morning; discussed changes 


that ought to be made and caught 
a 


glimpse of the awakening at Armour's. 
In the afternoon visited the plant with 
the superintendent. 


" 'Wednesday 1 rested and contemplat- 


ed the "awakening of pnckintown." It 
is miraculous. 
Thursday I 'did Nelson 


'Morris', with' the superintendent. Nel- 
son Morris has done much to make things 
better. By the time tha next,inspecting 
party arrives they will have ;.still more 
new'lavatories, toilet room*, dressing 
room*, ct& 


" 'Cuspidors everywhere, ' and signs 


prohibiting spitting. In most, the awak-. 
ening seemed to come by 
force 
from 


without. There was the slightest indica- 
tion that the "still small voice" was at 
work also. 


ARMOURS' HASTE IS HUMOROUS. 
" 'At Armour's, at my suggestion—I 


made no pretense of making an investi- 
gation, but frankly announced my desire 
to see things for myself, and to get a 
fresh impression of conditions, as I had 
not seen the -plants since 
before 
tho 


strike. On eycry hand there was indi- 
cation of an almost humorous haste to 
clean up, repavc and • even' to plan for 
future change*. Brand new toilet rooms, 
new dressing rooms, new towels, etc., etc. 
Swift's and Armour's were both so clean- 
ed up that I was compelled to cheer them 
on their way, by expressing my pleasure 
at the changes. The. sausage girls were 
moved upstairs, where they could get sun 
and light, they to have dressing, rooms, 
etc. I asked for showers and lockers for 
the casing workers at Armour's,, and got 
a promise that they would put them in. 
The canning and stufling room, chip beef 
and beet" extract at Armour's seemed 
really quite good. In all of these rooms, 
the girls work. 


UNIFORMS FOR GIRLS. 


" 'At Libby's the girls nre to be put 


into a blue calico uniform, which they 
will buy at half price. They are putting 
in toilet rooms which they say are tem- 
porary, and' that when the building is re- 
modeled they will have these pxit in a 
better place. The haste towards reform 
would have been amusing if it were not 
so nearly tragic. 


" 'They tried to win my help on the 


ground that loss of fore^n trade would 
mean hardship for J,lie*vorkcrs in my 
neighborhood, and I must say I do share 
this fear, but I cannot see the wisdom 
of my coming out publicly and saying 
that I saw indication* of nn nwakcning 
for I want the changes to be radical nnd 
permanent, even though wo all have to 
suffer for the present.' 


'I wish to repeat that my investiga- 


tions arc not yet through. I am not 
prepared to make a final statement, 
either as .to so much of the complaints as 
concern the management of the bureau 
of Animal industry or as to certain of 
ihe graver charges in connection with the 
adulteration of meat products as well na 
other matters.

BATON ROUGE, La., June S.—The 


saving of the state capitol building from 
complete destruction by fire last night, 
was accomplished in a spectacular man- 
ner with Governor Blnnchard, assisted 
by many Louisiana legislators, dressed 
in their night clothes and by thousands 
of citizens supplementing the fire depart- 
ment. The fire started from defective 
wiring near the roof of the senate cham- 
ber destroying the capitol's eastern wing 
above the first floor. The damage wns 
between 850,000 and 
$100,000. Among 


the valuables in the ruined senate cham- 
ber where the roof fell in, was the fam- 
ous painting, "The Battle.of New Or- 
leans," said to have been valued at $40,- 
000. Governor Blanchard directed 
the 


work of saving 
valuable 
papers. The 


legislature now being in session, the sen- 
ate will meet today in the Elks' theater. 


The capitol ia an imposing piece of ar- 


chitecture on the bank of the Mississip- 
pi.. It was first built in 1847 and was 
destroyed by fire during the civil war af- 
ter 
federal troops evacuated 
it. The 


present structure was erected in 1880.

DESPERATE STRAITS 


Dissatisfaction Because no Agreement 


is Beached at Columbus-South- 


western Conference May 


End in Peace. 


CONG. COOPER INDORSED 


Lincoln Glut) Meet and Vote to 


Support.the Congressman. 


Many Candidates in the Field for the 


County Offices-The Interest 


Increases. 


INDIANA, Pa., June 8.—The new min- 


ing town Ernest, five miles from here, 
was the scene early today of a conflict 
between a detail of state constabulary 
and striking coal miners in which two 
strikers 
were killed 
and., six others 


wounded. Shortly after daylight a body 
of strikers headed by a brass band 
marched from the Anita mines in Jeffer- 
son county to receive one of the mine 
officials expected 
from 
Punxsutuwney. 


On the way to the station the marchers 
encountered a detail of twelve members 
of the state constabulary as they passed 
a member of the band iircd his revolver 
at ih.!j troops. 


No one was struck, but the constabu- 


lary immediately retaliated with a vol- 
ley from their carbines. 


When the smoke cleared eight strikers 


were lying on the grouud and the others 
had fled down the hill. 


2 KILLED; 6 WOUNDED. 


Two of those shot were killed instant- 


ly and the six others were seriously 
wounded. The latter were at once re- 
moved to n hospital and the dead were 
carried to Ernest. 


All is now quiet and no more trouble 


at this time is expected. 


The mines at Ernest are owned by the 


Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg Coal 
and Iron company. 


On April 1. a strike was beg\.r and the 


men have been out ever since. Three 
weeks ago the plant was started non- 
union and a detail of the state consta- 
bulary has since been guarding the coal 
company's property. 


At present about one-half of the refju- 


]ar force of COO men arc at work in the 
mine.

Died Early This Morning at the 


Home of His Daughter in 


New York City. 


A PIONEER CLOTHIEK 


AND BUSINESS MAN 


Came Here a Poor Boy—By Honest 


Dealing Established the Wolff 


Clothing1 House—Retired 


Seven Years Ago. 


Simon Wolff, one of the pioneer cloth- 


ing merchants of Ilacine, founder of the 
large S. Wolff's Sons clothing house, died1 


at 6 o'clock this morning, at the home 
of his daughter Mrs. S. W. Frolichstein, 
327 Central Park, West, New York city, 
of general .debility, aged 72 years. 


A' telegram received by his son, Wil- 


liam Wolff, brought the s:icl intelligence. 
Mr. Wolff -had not been well for several 
months past, but his demise was entire- 
ly unexpected, and will be received with 
regret by the community where lie was 
known so long. 


BORN IN GERMANY. 


Simon Wolff was born in Oestringen, 


Grand Duchy, Baden, Germany, in the 
year 1834. Over fifty years ago he came 
to America and first settled in Indian- 
apolis, Ind., where he engaged in .the 
clothing business for a short time. Then 
he removed to Kenosho. and here he lived 
some time and conducted a business 
which he closed out and came to Racine 
in 1300'. 


On Main street he opened a small 


clothing store and by hard work, honest 
and upright dealing he rapidly forged 
ahead. Year by year he increased his 
business, larger quarters were secured 
until at the end of forty years of busi- 
ness he had built the large Wolff 
clothing store, adjoining the Manufac- 
turers National bank property. Seven 
years ago he retired and turned the bus- 
iness over to his sons and today it is the 
largest establishment in the Belle City 
of its kind. 


LEAVES FAMILY. 


Mr. Wolff married Miss Augusta Zim- 


mern. Five children were born. Mrs. 
Wolff died June 17, 1903, in New York 
and was buried there. Surviving there 
are five children: William Wolff, Ra- 
cine; Albert and Cliarles Wolff; Fort 
Wayne, Ind; Mrs. S. W. Frolichstein and 
Mrs. Fred England, New York city. Im- 
mediately upon receipt of the news Wil- 
liam Wolff departed 
for 
New 
York. 


When the funeral will be held is' to bo 
stated later. 


WAS A GOOD MAN. 


It cnn be truthfully said thnt Simon 


Wolff was a self-made man. He came to 
this country a poor boy, with nothing 
but determination and pluck as his capi- 
tal. He wns not afraid of work and af- 
ter settling here nnd commencing his ca- 
reer he could be seen laboring early and 
late. His life was always a busy and 
useful one and liis efforts were not with- 
out reward. By industry, enterprise and 
good 
management he acquired capital 


and besides building up and conducting 
his clothing business he invested in real 
estate, platted new sections to the city 
and made some money. His motto was 
fair, square and honest dealing, and fol- 
lowing this closely he won the esteem 
and confidence of the business and com- 
mercial community. 


ASSISTED THE NEEDY. 


Mr. Wollf, as well as his estimable 


wife, who passed away before him, were 
always ready and willing to assist the 
poor and needy and their chnritnble work 
was always done quietly and without 
display. So it can be said that Mr. 
Wolff, during his. long residence here, 
was uniformly useful and stood high in 
the estimation of his associates.

TO 
OPPOSE THE LAW 


Labor Orcanlntlons do Not LI let tbe Blcbt 


of Snffrar* MeiUQre. 


It is said thnt the various labor organ- 


izations of Racine and other cities of 
the state are to vigorously oppose the 
adoption of the law pending before con- 
gress, which provides that the right of 
suffrage cannot be exercised on first pa- 
pers, and that at leuat sixty days must 
elnpse between the date of the second 
papers and the election day to enable the 
foreign born citizen to vote. In view of 
the likelihood of the measure becoming 
a law, however, the representatives of 
the several locals were instructed to no- 
tifv the members who have not done so 
to take out their second papers immed- 
iately, as if the proposed law becomes 
effective it will cost them $7. 


FOR A BETTER NATURALIZATION 


SYSTEM. 


Chicago Kecord-Herald: 
The need of 


sounder and 
stricter 
naturalization 


laws and methods than those now in 
force ha* long been recognized. 
The 


State Deportment has repeatedly called 
attention to the fraud* and evils of tho 
present system and indicated the appro- 
priate remedies. 


The House, after a discussion which 


covered a wide range, passed on Tuesday 
a naturalization bill which Secretary 
Root has commended ns certain "to 
work a great improvement in the grant- 
ing of citizenship." It is an elaborate 
measure, but it^ principal features are 
these: 


It establishes n government bureau of 


naturalization and immigration, nnd pro- 
vides that a duplicate of every certificate 
of naturalization issued shall be pent to 
and kept on file in this bureau. It pro- 
vides uniform rulos for tho naturalization 
of the alien? throughout the United 
Stato-s thus doing away with the pictur- 
esque but absurd variety which we have 
had in the matter by reason of the lati- 
tude enjoyed by the courts. 


Further, applicants for papers must 


declare thnt they intend to reside perma- 
nently in the United States. Stony com- 
plications have nriscn through the natur- 
alization of aliens who wanted " the pa- 
pers" in order to have n right to Ameri- 
can protection in their native country, 
where they intended to reside and do 
business. • 


A provision which excited considerable 


opposition is that before an alien can be 
naturalized he must satisfy the court 
that he can speak the English language. 
Some advocated a reading and writing 
test ns well, but their amendment was re- 
jected under the influence of interesting 
cpceches which showed how illiterate nl- 
icns had become prosperous nnd useful 
American citizens. 


The bill is not as radical aa it ought 


to brs in the opinion of many students 
of the- naturalization problem. But it 
provides several valuable safeguards and 
will 
undoubtedly 
remedy the 
more 


flagrant evils which have caused scandal 
abroad and confusion and trouble at 
home. It should pass the senate at-the 
present session.

publications which properly may be chal- 
lenged publications and advertising de- 
vices.

TO HOLD SEAT 


Majority Report Says Mormon Oath 


Disqualifies the Utah Senator from 
v 


Serving His Country. 


Because Defendant Did Not Practice Polygamy No Ex- 


tenuating Circumstance--His Vow of Vengeance in 


Direct Conflict~-Minority Report Holds There Is 


No Just Ground for Expulsion. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—The major- 


ity and minority reports of the commit- 
tee on ;priyilcBes and elections "in the 
case of!Senator Reed Sinoot of Utah, 
were today presented in the senate, the 
former by Senator Burrows,^ declaring 
that Mr.,Snioot:is not entitled-to his seat 
and the^latter by Senator Foraker, tak 
ing the opposite view. At the same time, 
Senator.Bailey, who is a member of ths 
committee, stated that while he concur- 
red in the views of the majority, that 
Mr. Smoot is not entitled to.his seat, he 
was of the opinion that '.'Mr. Smoot could 
not be deprived of his seat' under the 
constitution except by a resolution of ex- 
pulsion." 


In accordance with Senator Burrows' 


request, an extra number of copies of the 
reports and'of the hearings in the ;Case 
was ordered printed. Mr. Burrows also 
gave notice that he would call up the 
cas« "at the earljest possible moment 
consistent with the public busines9,".and 
Senator Forakor expressed his' approval 
of this announcement:,-. 
'

Senator Smoot was'present in-the sen- 


ate chamber when the reports were pre- 
sented. He sailed broadly when .Sena- 
tor Bailey ma'de'Tu's statcmen€<^*Under 
the plan suggested by the Texas senator 
a 3£>te of two-thirds -would beyriecessary 


: 'tt vacate the seat of'the Utah'senator. 


WASHlNeTON,~June 11.—The reasons 


for the action of the seriate committee 
on privileges and elections ,in declaring, 
by a majority, vote, that Reed Smoot is 
not entitled to a seat in the senate as 
senator from Utah are stated in a report 
submitted to the senate today by Chair- 
man Burrows and signed by 
Senators 


Burrows, Dolliver, Dubtfs, Pettus, Bailey, 
Overman and Frazier/ to be as follows: 


COMMITTEE'S ARRAIGNMENT. 


That Mr. Sraoot is one of a self-perpet- 


uating body of men. known as the first 
presidency and twelve' apostles of the 
church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints, commonly known .as the Mormon 
church-; that these men claim divjne au- 
thority to control the members of said 
church in all things,- temporal as well as 
spiritual; that this authority is, and has 
been for several years past, so: exercised 
by the said first presidency and twelve 
apostles as to encourage the practice of 
polvgamy and polygamous cohabitation 
in the' state os' Utah and elsewhere, con- 
trary to the constitution and laws of the 
state of Utah and the law of the land; 
that the said first presidency and twelve 
apostles,do now control, and for a long 
time past have controlled, the political 
affairs of the state of Utah, and have 
thus brought about in sa'id state a un- 
ion of church and state, contrary to the 
constitution of said state of,.Utah and 
contrarv to the constituion of the Unit- 
ed States sndjhe said'Reed Smoot comes 
here, not s,s the accredited representative 
of the state, of Utah, in the senate of the 
United states, but as the chief hierarchy 
which controls the" church and has usurp- 
ed the functions of the state in, said 
•tate of Utah. 


ARE SHAMELESS '.VIOLATORS. 


The report-names a dozen apostles, 


former apostles and other prominent 
Mormons who, according-to testimony, 
have, token plural wives, since the mani- 
festo ,of 1890, an act impossible "except 


' by - consent of the president, .of the 


church;" says it is shown' by incontro- 
vertible / testimony that a majority of 
those who give the law to the Mormon 
church "we now and have been for years, 
living in open, notorious and shameless 
cohabitation," the list being headed by 
President Joseph F. Smith. The report 
continues: 


These fact abundantly justify- the as- 


sertion made in the protest" that 'the su- 
preme authorities in the 
church, of 


whom Senator-elect Reed Smoot 'is one, 
to-wit,' • the first presidency of twelve 
apostles, not only connive »t violation of, 
but protect and honor the violators of 
the laws Against polygamy and polyga- 
mous cohabitation.' 


NO EXTENUATING GROUND. 


The majority report chaiaeterizes as 


"wholly untenable" the position that be- 
cause Smoot himself does not practice 
polygamy, and there is no evidence to 
show thatjie has personally and individ- 
ually encouraged the.practice in others, 
he ought not lo be condemned because of 
the acts of his associat-ei. It is charged 
"ttat Smoot i0 an in*epn.«bl« part of 
^-!***^~k-«^*#l ** 


the governing body of the Mormon 
church." - 


In the judgment of the committee, Mr. 


Smoot is no more entitled to a seat in- 
the senate than he would be if he. .were 
associating in polygamous cohabitation 
•with a plurality of wives. 


UNFIT;TO HOLD OFFICE.' 


The. final chapter of the'report is de- 


voted to the oath of vengeance. The re- 
port says there can be no question-in re- 
gard to the taking of the oath of -ven- 
geance by Mr. Smoot, and continues: 


,It is difficult to conceive how one could 


discharge the obligation which rests-upon 
every senator to so perform his official 
duties as to promote the welfare of the 
people of the United states and at the 
same time, be calling down the vengeance 
of heaven on this nation because of the 
killing of the founders of the- Mormon- 
church sixty years ago. 


VOTE FOR RETENTION. 


That Reed Smoot possesses 
all the 


qualifications prescribed.' by the consti- 
tution to make him eligible to_a seat in 
the senate, and that the regularity, of.his 
election by the-'legislature of the statel 
of Utah is .not questioned; :in,J another 
manher*is''the cpnclusion;-reached by1 the 
minority of the senate 
committee -.on 


privileges and>.electi.ons. ^which submitted 
its: views today." This repoffTis sfgneff 
by Senators Foraker, Beveridge, Dilling- 
ham, Hopkins and Knox. 
' 
HIS CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHT. 


The 
minority snys that - Senator 


Smoot's private character is irreproach-, 
able. 


'•So far as mere belief and membership 


in the Mormon church are concerned," 
says the minority, "Reed Smoot is within 
his rights and privileges under the guar- 
anty of religious fr&dom given by the 
constitution of the United States." 


The minority saya there remain but 


two grounds on which the right or title 
of Reed Smoot to his seat is contested, 
and these are: 
The endowment oath, 


and "that by reason of his official rela- 
tion to the church, he is responsible for 
polygamous cohabitation which yet con- 
tinues among the Mormons.' ' 


AS TO OATH AND MARRIAGE 
As to the endowment oath the minor- 


ity says the testimony is "utterly unre- 
liable, because of the disreputable and 
untrustworthy character 
of the wit- 


nesses," and that "no ground has been 
established on which to predict a finding 
or belief that Mr. Smoot ever took any 
obligation involving hostility to the Un- 
ited States, or requiring him to regard 
his allegiance to the Mormon church as 
paramount to his allegiance and'duty to 
the United States." 


As to the second ground the report 


says; 


" SMOOT AGAINST POLYGAMY. 
"He has never at any time, and partic- 


ularly he has not since the manifesto of 
1890 
contended or 
encouraged plural 


marriages; but that on the contrary he 
has uniformly upheld the policy of the 
church, as announced by that proclama- 
tion, by actively advocating and exert- 
ing his influence to effect a complete dis- 
continuance .of such marriages, and that 
in the few instances established by the 
testimony where plural marriages and 
polvgamous cohabitation, as a result of 
them, have occurred since 1SOO they have 
been without any encouragement, coun- 
tenance or approval on his part." 


NO CAUSE FOR EXPULSION. 


In conclusion the minority report says: 
"We are'of the opinion, that there is 


no just ground for expelling Senator 
Smoot or for finding hiiri disqualified to 
hold the seat he occupies .because of the 
fact that he, in common with all the peo- 
ple of his state, has not made war upon, 
but has acquiesced in,-a condition 
fo1- 


which he had no original responsibility 
In doing so he has only conformed to 
what non-Mormons, hostile to hia.church 
as well as Mormons,, have concluded is, 
under all the circumstances, not only the 
wisest course to pursue, but probably the 
onyl course that ;comprisfts effective and 
satisfactory results." •

THE BODY LOCATED. 


It was a rough trip to the spot where 


the body was, but Mr. Richards, who 
knows every foot of his big farm, pilot- 
ed the coroner and a Journal reporter to 
the spot, it being, necessary to ford a 
river and pick the 'way between boulders 
and trees. The man had chosen a lonely 
and secluded locality to.end'his career.; 
,He had adjusted a"-rope-to-.the ' sapling, 
thence .around his neck, and'the weight. 


;of the-body'h'ad bcitt the tree so that the1 


'body - lay-faree-jTdown 6Jr,."the earth,- the; 
head being raised less than an inch. .For 
a week it had hung there 'exposed to;the 
elements. All of the hair wM off'the 
head and face, the features and hands 
were' black as coal and the stench that 
arose could be detected quarter of a mile 
away. Quite 'a crowd of farmers gather- 
ed and it was a question with Coroner 
Hoyle how to handle the body and get 
it out of the woods, there being no road- 
way leading to the place and carrying 
the corpse was' out of the question.. 


A WAY DEVISED. 


Finally a team of horses owned by the 


family of the dead man, with two boards, 
were secured. A son of the man,and,.Mr. 
Richards, by removing fences, managed 
to drive-through the woods and the re- 
porter, Tvith Dr. Zaun, W.. G. Shumway, 
Elbert Shuraway and others, armed:.with 
long:poles, rolled the body on the two 
planks and lifted it into the wagprr and 
it was .conveyed to the- Kasprzak- farm, 
one mile away; here it was left- in the 
wagon until an undertaker could, be. noti- 
fied and: immediately bury it, as. the 
question.;of holding the remains was out 
of the question. Two young men were 
hired to j dig- a grave and the body was 
interred 'in the dead -of.'/night, without 
ceremony of any kind and at the .expense 
of Racine county, the family admitting 
that they had no means to defray the ex- 
penses. .

MAN WAS INSANE. 


Coroner Hoyle empaneled the.following 


1'ury: W. G. Shumway, Anthony Earth, 
Thomas. Mosher, Henry Fohr, Elbert 
Shumway and W. Fohr. After a long de- 
lay, waiting for one of the sons who 
found the body, the"other having Imm»''- 
iately. left for Milwaukee, the inquest 
was held and the evidence revealed that 
the farmer left his home last Mo'nday 
night; that he had ncted'strange and'was 
believed to have been insane,-.laboring 
under the' impression that someone was 
alwnys trying to do him harm; he was 
always armed with, a club,-pitchfork-or 
other weapon when about the farm and 
was classed a violent man who. did" not 
get along with his family or neighbors 
very well.

WHAT EVIDENCE REVEALED.

relieved that he was insane. 


STORY OF DAUGHTER. 


Miss Francis Knsprzak, daughter of 


deceased, testified that her father was 
jorn in Germany, that he was 65' years- 
old, Hred in'Milwaukee twelve yeaM and 


in Raymond township seventeen years 
For a. long time her father had acted r 
a strange manner and, she did not thin! 
he was mentally sound.' He alw_ays ap 
peared to be afraid of people and wen 
armed with clubs and pitchforks anc 
lately he had been worse and was alway 
wandering around. One week ago he hat 
i-suddenly disappeared and the family dii 
uto know where he was,, but Monday 
anight he came hack, entered the house 
drank some 'water, vut a, iece of cake 
took a few matches and again left, re 
marking: "That is all'I want." Sh 
followed him out of the house and saw 
him going toward the wood. Then eh 
returned, missed" a pet dog and again 
ran out and called the dog. The anima 
came from toward'the woods - and'' sh 
also saw her father coming toward the 
house and she supposed he was comin;

.ever sa-y. of him; alive. 


WERE NOT ALARMED. 


' The family did not appear to be much 
alarmed over the disappearance

GAIN IN NATIVE BORN 


Increase in Wisconsin of 181,- 


801 in Five Years—State 


Becoming Less Foreign 


MADISON, June 11.—The second cen- 


sus bulletin, showing a compiled state- 
ment of the nativity statistics of Wis- 
consin, has been, completed. The bulletin 
shows a total native born population of 
'1,724,007. and a foreign born population 
of 504,942, an. increase of 181,801 in the 
'former and a decrease of 11,020 in the 
latter schedule. , 


It also shows that, of the native born 


population, 1,485,159 are natives of Wis- 
consin and 238,848 are natives of other 
statesman increased.in the. first instance 
of 188,667 and a decrease, in the second 
instance of 8,fl42 as compared with the 
1900 statistics. 


The report indicates two changes that 


are taking place.. First, the state is 
gradually becoming less .of a 
foreign 


state, in 1905 the percentage of native 
born -citizens was 77.3, as compared with' 
74.5 for-1900. 
i Second,, of the American 


born population, the natives of Wiscon- 
sin are gradually becoming more, numer- 
ous both numerically and relatively: In 
1905, 80.1 'per cent of native Americans 
in this state were born'in Wisconsin:,7as 
compared with 34.1 per cent in 1900.: 


Russian Poland.shows the greatest in- 


crease during the. last five years of'any 
'foreign country. There are now 4,165, 
more of this race than 'there were:.five 
years ago. Russia, conies next, with an 
increase of 3,903, Finland-third with 2,- 
510, and Austrian Poland fourth with a 
2,203 increase. 


The most marked decrease is that of 


Germany, being 16,623 less/than in:1900. 
The Irish born population shows a' de- 
'crease of 6,217 and the Canadian of 3,- 
749. The greatest relative increase is in 
the Grecian born population. In 1900 
there were only 63 of this race in the 
state, while in 1905 .this had increased to 
873, an increase of 1,400 per cent.

5th and 13th. This committee had al- 
ready been appointed when I notified the 
.secretary .that I .desired, that such a 
commission should be appointe'd-in order 
to make the investigation. 'Subsequent 
complaints to be and.the consideration 
of complaints already-made showed that 
the charges were-not only, against the 
packing houses, but also to a certain ex- 
tent, reflecting upon' the :action_ of-gov- 
ernment inspectors'-'and I came to the 
conclusion that it was best to'• have 'an 
investigation byvoutside individuals who 
could not-be charged, with.being in any 
way interested in the matter. 
SOME TESTIMONY NOT CONSIDERED 


"Accordingly .before the completion of 


the investigation by' the'department of 
agriculture, I directed Mr.: Neil! and Mr. 
Reynolds to make an investigation, the 
first report of which has beea laid before 
•congress. Much testimony "has been of- 
fered to us, which has not been; consider- 
ed in this report, for Messrs., Ncill and 
Reynolds in this report confine ' them- 
selves to stating-in more or Jess sum- 
mary way the facts as to which they^had 


' been eye witnesses; and what they have 
'.said cannot be successfully controverted. 
Some of the'ground traversed by Messrs. 
Neil! and Reynolds is-not touched upon 
in' the report of the ;cpmm'ittee of :the 
agricultural. department. As to the 
ground covered :m common; by the re- 
ports of the two investigating commit- 
tees, there is no conflict in substance as 
to the important matters, although there

The, sausage girls were 
moved' upstairs, where they could get sun 
and light, they to have dressing.1 rooms, 
etc. I asked for showers and lockers for 
the casing workers at Armour's, and got 
a promise that'they would put"'them in. 
The canning and stuffing room, chip beef 
and beef extract at Armour's' 'seemed 
really quite good. In all of these rooms, 
the girls work. 


UNIFORMS FOR GIRLS. 


" 'At Libby's the girls are to be. put 


into a blue calico uniform, which they 
will buy at half price. They are putting 
in toilet rooms which' they say are tem- 
porary, and'th'nt when the building is re- 
-modeled they will have these put in a 
better place. The haste' towards reform, 
would have been amusing if-it were not 
so nearly tragic.

" 'They tried to win .my help on the 


ground that loss of foreign trade ^would 
mean hardship for ^the^rvorkers in my 
neighborhood, and Lmust say I do share 
this fear, but I cannot .see ihe wisdom 
of my coming out publicly and sayin;

"I wish to repeat that .my investiga- 


tions are not yet through. I am not 
prepared to make a final statement, 
either as .to so much of the complaints as 
concern the management of the .bureau 
of Animal industry or as to certain of 
the graver charges in connection with the 
adulteration of meat products as well as 
other matters.

Over fifty years ago he came 
to America and first settled in .Indian- 
apolis', Ind., .where he engaged in ,the 
clothing business for a short, time; Then 
he removed to Kenosha and 'here lie lived 
some time and conducted a business 
which he closed out and came to Racine 
in-I860'. 


On Main street he opened a small 


clothing store and by hard work, honest 
and upright, dealing he rapidly forged 
ahead. Year by year he increased his 
business, larger quarters''.were secured 
until at the end of forty years of busi- 
ness he had built the large Wolff 
clothing store, adjoining the Manufac- 
turers National bank property. Seven 
years ago he retired and turned the bus- 
iness over to his sons and today it is the 
largest establishment in the Belle City 
of its kind.

FOE A BETTER NATURALIZATION 


SYSTEM.

The need of 


sounder and 
stricter .naturalization 


laws and methods than those now in 
force has long been recognized. -. The 
State Department- lias repeatedly called 
attention to the frauds and evils of the 
present system and indicated the appro- 
priate remedies. 
, 


The House, after a discussion which 


covered a wide range, passed on Tuesday, 
a naturalization, bill which Secretary 
Root has commended' as certain "to 
work a great improvement in the grant- 
ing- of citizenship." It is an elaborate 
measure, but its principal features are 
these: 
• 


It establishes a government bureau of 


naturalization and immigration, and pro- 
vides that a duplicate of every certificate 
of naturalization issued shall be sent to 
and kept on file in this Iroreau.- .It pro-. 
ridcs uniform rules for the naturalization 
of the aliens 'throughout the United 
States, thus doing away with the pictur- 
esque but absurd variety which we have, 
had in the-niatter by reason of the lati: 
tude enjoyed'by the. courts. 


Further, applicants . for papers must 


declare that they intend to reside perma- 
nently in'the United States. ".Many com- 
plications liave arisen through the natur- 
alization of aliens who wanted " the pa- 
pers" in order to have « right to Ameri- 
can protection in their native country, 
where they intended to reside and do 
business. 


A provision wliich excited considerable 


opposition is that before an alien can be 
naturalized he must-'satisfy the court 
that he can speak the English language. 
Some advocated a reading and writing 
test as well, but their amendment was re- 
jected under the influence of interesting 
ppceehes which showed how illiterate -al- 
iens had become prosperous and useful 
Art erican-. citizens. 


The bill is not as radical as it ought 


to be, in the opinion of many students 
of the- naturalization problem: But It 
provides several valuable safeguards and 
will . undoubtedly

principal establishments in Chicago in 
tne slaughter of cattle,,sheep and hogs

' and meat food products. Two and a 


hair weeks'were spent in the Investi- 
gation In Chicago, and during this 
time we went through, the principal 
packing" hou'ses & the stock yards dis- 
trict, together with a few of the small- 
er ones. A day was spent by Mr. Rey- 
nolds in New York city in the Investi- 
-ation of several of its leading slaugh- 
ter houses.: During our investigation 
statements of conditions and practices 
in the packing bouses, together with 
affidavits and'documentary evidence, 


actually was done. 


Before I had.received the report of 


Messrs. Reynolds and Neill I had di- 
.rected that labels placed upon 
any 


package.of meat food products should 
'state only that the carcass of the ani- 
mal from which the meat was taken 
had been inspected at the time of 
slaughter. If inspection of meat food 
products at all stages of preparation 
Is -not secured by the passage of the 
legislation recommended I shall feel 
compelled to order that inspection la- 
bels and certificates on canned prod- 
ucts shall not be used hereafter. 
Packing Houses Unreasonably Dirty. 
' 
The report snows that the 
stock 


yards and packing houses are not kept 
even reasonably clean, and that the 
method of handling and 
preparing 


food products is uncleanly and dan- 
'gerous to health... Under existing law 
the national government has no pow- 


" er to enforce inspection of the many 


forms of prepared meat food products 
that are daily going from the packing 
houses into interstate commerce. Ow- 
ing to an Inadequate appropriation 
'the department. of agriculture is not 
even able to place inspectors In all 
establishments desiring them. 
The 


present law prohibits the shipment of 
uninspected meat to foreign countries, 
tut there Is no provision forbidding 
the shipment of uninspected meats in 


• Interstate commerce, and thus the ave-

'open to traffic In diseased or spoiled 
meats.

Sanitary Conveniences...— Nothing 


shows more strikingly the general' in- 
difference, to matters of 
cleanliness 


and sanitation than do tte privies,for- 
toth men and women. .The prevailing 
type is made by cutting off a section 
of tbe workroom by a. thin wooden 
partition rising to within a few feet 
of the ceiling. These privies usually 
ventilate' Into the workroom, thought 
few are found with a window open- 
ing into the outer air. . Many are lo- 
cated in the inside corners of the work 
room and tius have no outside open-

whatever. 
They . are furnished 


with, a row of seats, generally without 
even side partitions.--. These rooms are 
sometimes used as cloakrooms by tbe 
employes.

Washing sinks are eithei 
not furnished at all or are small and 
d'rty ' Neither are towels, soap or toi- 
let -paper 'provided.

uncleanliness was found in a room
